Iraq cease-fire in doubt as 
clerics supporters join fight 

BAGHDAD I Iraq’s leaders faced their grav- 
est challenge in months Tuesday as Shiite 
militiamen loyal to anti-American cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr battled for control of the 
southern oil capital, fought U.S. and Iraqi 
troops in Baghdad and unleashed rockets 
on the Green Zone. 

Armed Mahdi Army militiamen appeared 
on some Baghdad streets for the first time in 
more than six months, as al- Sadr’s followers 
announced a nationwide campaign of strikes 
and demonstrations to protest a government 
crackdown on their movement. U.S. and Iraqi 
troops backed by helicopters fought Shiite mili- 
tiamen in Baghdad’s Sadr City after the local 
office of Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s 
Dawa Party came under attack.

Pentagon Reveals Errant Shipment 


Military accidentally 
sent ballistic missile 
parts to Taiwan in ’06 

WASHINGTON | The accidental 
shipment of electrical fuses for an 
intercontinental ballistic missile to 
Taiwan raised concerns Tuesday for 
U.S.- China relations and triggered 
abroad investigation into the secu- 
rity of Pentagon weapons. 

China vehemently opposes U.S. 
arms sales to Taiwan. Four of the

DELICATE ISSUE

Once the error was discovered, 
the military quickly recovered the 
four fuses. How it happened, and 
whether the incident constitutes a 


violation of any treaty or agreement 
governing sales of missile technol- 
ogy, were lingering questions. 

At a hastily called news confer- 
ence Tuesday, Ryan Henry, the No. 
2 policy official in Defense Secre- 
tary Robert Gates’ office, said Presi- 
dent Bush and Chinese leaders were 
informed of the mistake — an error 
Henry called intolerable. 

“I can not emphasize forcefully

Scientist says global 
warming is to blame 
for the rapid melting 

WASHINGTON I A chunk of Antarc- 
tic ice about seven times the size 
of Manhattan suddenly collapsed, 
putting an even greater portion of 
glacial ice at risk, scientists said 
Tuesday. 

Satellite images show the run- 
away disintegration of a 160- 
square-mile chunk in western 
Antarctica that started Feb. 28. It 
was the edge of the Wilkins ice shelf 
and has been there for hundreds of 
years or maybe 1,500 years. 

This is the result of global warm- 
ing, said British Antarctic Survey 
scientist David Vaughan. 

Because scientists noticed sat- 


ellite images within hours, they 
diverted satellite cameras and even 
flew an airplane over the collapse 


for rare pictures and video. 

“It’s an event we don’t get to see 
very often,” said Ted Scambos, lead 


scientist at the National Snow and 
Ice Data Center in Boulder, Colo. 
“The cracks fill with water and 
slice off and topple. ... That gets 
to be a runaway situation.” 

While icebergs naturally break 
away from the mainland, collaps- 
es like this are unusual but have 
happened more frequently in recent 
decades, Vaughan said. The collapse 
is similar to what happens to hard- 
ened glass when it is smashed with 
a hammer, he said. 

The rest of the Wilkins ice shelf, 
which is about the size of Connecti- 
cut, is holding on by a narrow beam 
of thin ice. Scientists worry that it, 
too, may collapse. 

Vaughan had predicted the 
Wilkins shelf would collapse about 
15 years from now. The part that 
recently gave way makes up about 
4 percent of the overall shelf, but it’s 
an important part that can trigger 
further collapse, seth borenstein (ap)

Federal court says N.Y. 
cannot force airlines 
to take care of fliers 

NEW YORK I A federal appeals court 
Tuesday struck down a state law 
requiring airlines to provide food, 
water, clean toilets and fresh air 
to passengers stuck in delayed 
planes, saying the measure was 
well-intentioned but stepped on 
federal authority. 

The 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals said New York’s law — 
the first of its kind in the country 
— interferes with federal law gov- 
erning the price, route or service of 
an air carrier. 

The law was passed after thou- 
sands of passengers were stranded 
aboard airplanes for up to 10 hours 
on several JetBlue Airways flights 


at Kennedy International Airport 
on Valentine’s Day last year. They 
complained they were deprived of 


food and water and that toilets over- 
flowed. A month later, hundreds 
more passengers of other airlines 


were stranded aboard planes at JFK 
after a daylong ice storm. 

The court said that while the 
goals of the law were “laudable” 
and the circumstances prompting 
its adoption “deplorable,” only the 
federal government has the author- 
ity to pass such regulations. 

Assemblyman Michael Gianaris, 
the prime sponsor of the New York 
Airline Passenger Bill of Rights, said 
in a statement that the ruling “is a 
disappointment to anyone who has 
suffered at the hands of airlines that 
care more about profits than their 
customers.” 

“This is far from over,” the Dem- 
ocrat said. Options for proponents 
of the law include an appeal, a new 
law or putting pressure on the fed- 
eral government to create similar 
rules for long-delayed flights.

Critics say engineering 
group ignored design 
flaws in structures 

NEW ORLEANS I The professional 
organization for engineers who 
build the nation’s roads, dams and 
bridges has been accused by fellow 
engineers of covering up catastroph- 
ic design flaws while investigating 
national disasters. 

After the 2001 attack on the 
World Trade Center and the levee 
failures caused by Hurricane 
Katrina in 2005, the federal gov- 
ernment paid the American Soci- 
ety of Civil Engineers to investigate 
what went wrong. 

Critics now accuse the group of 
covering up engineering mistakes, 
downplaying the need to alter build- 
ing standards, and using the investi- 
gations to protect engineers and gov- 
ernment agencies from lawsuits. 

Similar accusations arose after 
both disasters, but the most recent 
allegations have pressured the orga- 


nization to convene an independent 
panel to investigate. 

The panel is expected to issue a 
report by the end of April and may 
recommend the society stop taking 
money from government agencies 
for disaster investigations. 

In the World Trade Center case, 
critics contend the engineering soci-

U.S. Ship Fires at Egyptians in Suez 


Egyptians claim man 
was killed by shots; 
Navy denies easualty 

SUEZ, EGYPT I Dozens of mourners 
buried an Egyptian man Tuesday 
who they said was killed by shots 
frred from an American cargo ship 
contracted to the U.S. Navy as it 
passed through the Suez Canal. 

U.S. officials said American 
military guards aboard the ship 
fired only warning shots toward 


approaching motorboats Monday 
night and said they had received no 
report of anyone’s being killed. 

The incident occurred when 
the merchant ship Global Patriot 
entered the Suez Canal and was 
approached by small motorboats 
selling goods, according to both 
Egyptian and U.S. reports. 

The Navy has been leery of small 
boats getting near its warships since 
al- Qaeda suicide attackers rammed 
an explosives -packed motorboat 
into the USS Cole off Yemen, kill-

ing 17 sailors in 2000. 

In Monday’s incident, the boats 
“were hailed and warned by a native 
Arabic speaker using a bullhorn to 
warn them to turn away.

Embassy in Cairo said in a state- 
ment. “One small boat continued 
to approach the ship and received 
two sets of warning shots. ... All 
shots were accounted for as they 
entered the water.”

Saudi King Urges 
Dialogue Among 
Religious Reps 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I The Saudi 
king made an impassioned plea for 
dialogue among Muslims, Chris- 
tians and Jews — the first such 
proposal from a 
nation with no 
diplomatic ties to 
Israel and a ban 
on non-Muslim 
religious services 
and symbols. 

King Abdul- 
lah’s message was 
welcomed by religious leaders. 

“The idea is to ask representa- 
tives of all monotheistic religions to 
sit together with their brothers in 
faith and sincerity to all religions, 
as we all believe in the same God,” 
the king said Monday. 

The call — the first of its kind by 
an Arab leader — was significant. 
The monarch is the custodian of 
Islam’s two holiest shrines, a position

Information Minis- 
ter Ghazi Aridi said Tuesday that 
Lebanon could not attend the Arab 
summit without a president, (ap) 


Sarkozy Hints at Olympic Boycott 


PARIS I French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy suggested Tuesday that a 
boycott of the opening ceremony of 
the Beijing Olympics was a possibil- 
ity. Sarkozy is the first world leader 
to raise the prospect of punishing 
China for its crackdown in Tibet. 

The U.S., Britain and Germa- 
ny all condemned China for using 
force against Tibetan protesters 


but stopped short of threatening 
to boycott the games or the Aug. 8 
opening ceremony. 

Sarkozy, who had faced rising 
criticism in France for his relative 
silence on the issue, couched his 
comments cautiously: He made it 
clear that skipping the ceremony 
was one of several possible French 
responses to violence in Tibet. 


“Our Chinese friends must 
understand the worldwide con- 
cern that there is about the ques- 
tion of Tibet, and I will adapt my 
response to the evolutions in the 
situation that will come, I hope, as 
rapidly as possible,” he said. 

When asked whether he supported 
a boycott, Sarkozy said he could “not 
close the door to any possibility.” Sar- 
kozy’s aides said he was talking only 
about the opening ceremony, (ap)

Pakistan to Rethink Policy 


Former PM Sharif says 
new leaders will revisit 
eounterterrorism plans 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | A key fig- 
ure in Pakistan’s new government 
told two top U.S. envoys on Tues- 
day there needs to be a change in 
President Pervez Musharraf’s pol- 
icy of using the power of the army 
against Islamic militants. 

The call came as a new prime 
minister, Yousaf Raza Gilani, took 
office, closing the book on eight 
years of military rule. 

President Bush phoned Gilani 


after his swearing-in and invited 
him to Washington at his conve- 
nience. Gilani’s office said the new 
premier vowed Pakistan would “con- 
tinue to fight ter- 
rorism.” 

But it was 
clear Pakistan’s 
rulers are re- 
thinking coun- 
terterrorism 
strategy, amid 
concern that the 
use of force against al- Qaeda and 
Taliban provoked a backlash. 

Former Prime Minister Nawaz 
Sharif said he told Deputy Sec- 


retary of State John Negroponte 
and Assistant Secretary of State 
for South Asia Richard Boucher 
Tuesday that there was “no longer 
a one-man show in Pakistan”and 
that the new parliament would 
decide after exhaustive debate how 
Pakistan should approach Islamic 
extremism. 

He lashed out at Musharraf’s 
U.S. -backed policies, saying Paki- 
stan must not be sacrificed to pro- 
tect other countries. 

“It is unacceptable that while 
giving peace to the world we make 
our own country a killing field,” he

Comoros Seizes Rebel-Held Island 


Fighting continues 
as government hunts 
for renegade colonel 

ANJOUAN, COMOROS I The Comoros 
government seized control of the 
capital of a rebel-held island off the 
southeast coast of Africa, but spo- 
radic fighting persisted as troops 
flushed out pockets of resistance 
and searched for the renegade 
colonel who is seeking the island’s 
independence. 

Explosions and gunfire started 
before dawn as hundreds of troops 
backed by the African Union moved 
in. There was no official word on 


casualties, but an Associated Press 
reporter saw an elderly man being 
carried after he apparently was 
hit in the hip with a stray bullet. 
Two African Union soldiers also 
appeared to have minor injuries. 

Renegade Col. Mohamed Bacar, 
who seized power in Anjouan in 
2001 and stayed in power after 
an illegal election last year, has 
drawn strident warnings from the 
government and the African Union. 
Dosara said troops were searching 
for Bacar, who has said he is seeking 
the island’s independence. 

One Comoros officer said gov- 
ernment forces arrested three “high- 
ranking officers” loyal to Bacar.

Relatives of shooting 
victims undecided on 
$100K settlement plan 

RICHMOND, VA. | Those close to the 
victims of the Virginia Tech mass 
shootings offered mixed reactions 
Tuesday to a proposed multimil- 
lion-dollar state settlement and 
whether it would properly honor 
their loved ones. 

Families of the victims have 
until Monday to say whether they’ll 
accept the settlement, which would 
give $100,000 to representatives of 
each of the 32 killed and ensures 
that families will have the chance to 
talk to the governor and university 
officials about the shootings. 

Under the proposal, $800,000 
would be available to injured vic- 
tims.

es Board, which provides men- 
tal-health services in the area.

Home Prices Continue 
To Plunge in U.S. Cities 


Formerly hot markets 
of Las Vegas, Miami 
see biggest decline 

NEW YORK I Home prices in many 
cities continued to plunge by record 
levels in January as sellers cut their 
asking bids and rising foreclosures 
took their toll, new data showed 
Tuesday. 

While the spring selling season 
usually gives the market a bounce, 
some analysts say any notable 
improvement may not come until 
well into the summer. U.S. home 
prices fell 10.7 percent in January, 
and the Standard & Poor’s/Case- 
Shiller home price index of 20 cit- 
ies saw the steepest decline in the 
index’s two -decade history.

Let the confetti drip 
down at San Antonio’s 
Fiesta in late April 

FESTIVALS I Inlate April, tiny pas- 
tel bits of a giant San Antonio party 
show up everywhere: trickling from 
your hair, embedded in the carpet 
under your desk, stuck to your fur- 
niture. The confetti comes from an 
egg that was cracked over your head 
by a mischievous friend or relative, 
and it’s inescapable. 

Not that anyone is really trying 
to escape. Cacarones, as the eggs 
are called, have become part of 
San Antonio’s 117 -year- old city- 
wide party called Fiesta. 

For 10 days starting April 18, this 
city will host parades, open-air con- 
certs and festivals that return this 
fast- growing big city to its roots as 
a small town that has always been 
equal parts Texan and Mexican. 
(Cascarones — pronounced kas- 
kah-ROHN’-es — were first a Mexi- 
can Easter tradition but have been

adopted by Fiesta-goers.) 

Fiesta includes 100 events that 
will rack up an attendance count 
of roughly 3 million, though many 
attendees will be counted at more 


than one event, said Fiesta Com- 
mission spokeswoman Anne Keever 
Cannon. All the events are orga- 
nized by nonprofits, many as fund- 
raisers to support scholarships or 


charitable causes. 

Lots of the events — including 
the parades, a carnival and several 
music and food festivals held down- 
town — are free. 

While about one -fifth of the 
people who attend a Fiesta event 
come from out of town, most Fies- 
ta-goers are locals, and many have 
been watching parades or attend- 
ing events for decades. Families 
tend to crowd the same street 
corners to watch parades year 
after year. 

“We have people who have been 
coming to Fiesta events literally for 
generations,” said Cannon. 

Fiesta diehards also like to 
exchange pins or medals shaped 
like military honors, either hand- 
made or purchased by families for 
the celebration. 

“They run up to any person who 
wears a crown or wears a sash and 
says I’ll give you one if you give me 
one of yours,”’ said Cannon, who has 
traced the tradition back 60 years.

N 0 T H 0 T I Let’s begin with a verity, 
an undeniable truth that is evident 
from three feet away or from the cold 
distance of outer space: The new 1- 
series BMW is ugly. Seriously ugly. 
Ugly with X-wings locked in attack 
formation. I know an ugly car when 
one blows past me at 100 mph. 

But I’m not so superficial that 
I would write off the 1- series with 
some subjective rant about styling. 
Oh, no. I have other reasons to tor- 
pedo this car.

Tracey Ullman comes 
back as a critic on 
‘State of the Union’ 

SATIRE I Tracey Ullman prefers 
pathetic. 

“I don’t want to be the pretty girl. 
I just want to dress up and look terri- 
ble on TV,” Ullman says of the quirky 
characters she plays on “Tracey Ull- 
man’s State of the Union,” her new 
sketch-comedy series on Showtime. 
“You know. I’ve always wanted to be 
the ugly stepsister or the person with 
the problem.” 

Styled as a day in the life of Amer- 
ica, “State of the Union” takes Ull- 
man from coast to coast in a flurry 
of fast-flying impersonations. . 

“The show’s title gives me an 
excuse to take the nation’s pulse,” 
says the British-born actress, who 
became a U.S. citizen in 2006 
after living here for more than 
two decades. 

On the “State of the Union” pre- 
miere (10 p.m., Sunday), Ullman’s 
cast of characters includes a weary 
illegal-immigrant worker in Manhat- 
tan, political pundit Arianna Huff- 
ington, former “Sopranos” star Tony 
Sirico and Lindsay Lohan’s mom.

fondness for a character named 
Gretchen Pincus, a tacky, teary- 
eyed, low-rent lady who meets her 
convict husbands on the Web site 
deathrowpenpals.com. 

“To wear cheap clothes, put in 
some horrible front teeth with a big 
gap, smoke 10 cigarettes and, like, 
just sob — that’s heaven on a stick 
for me,” Ullman says. 

Ullman broke into U.S. televi- 
sion in 1987 with the award-winning 
series, “The Tracey Ullman Show,” on 
the then- fledgliug Fox network. In the 
’90s, she starred in specials on HBO, 
plus the acclaimed sketch- comedy 
series “Tracey Takes On.” She returned 
to HBO with the 2003 special “Tracey 
Ullman in the Trailer Tales.” 

With the move to Showtime, Ull- 
man returns to her unique brand of 
sociopolitical commentary. 

“We’ve always had a great tradi- 
tion of political satire in England,” 
says Ullman, who has retained her 
British citizenship. “Now there’s so 
much more satire in America than 
when I first moved here. 

“I like that Americans can laugh 
at themselves more. ... And now I 
want to join in, now that you’ve 
got problems,” she jokes, referring 
to the state of the union’s econo- 
my. “Now, as an American citi- 
zen, I can join the discussion and 
I won’t end up in Guantanamo Bay.”

Deschanel sing, she was Will Fer- 
rell’s reluctant duet partner in the 
2003 movie “Elf.” She’s been sing- 
ing off-screen, though, and writing 
songs and she’s good enough at it to 
have enlisted indie-savant M. Ward 
as a musical partner. Together, they 
are She & Him, a duo comfortably 


ensconced in the classic sound of

One.” 

Featuring 10 originals and three 
covers (including an unlisted ver- 
sion of “Swing Low, Sweet Char- 
iot”), the album is a showcase for 
Deschanel’s pipes and Ward’s 
clever musical arrangements.

The next generation 
of entrepreneurs is 
learning Chinese 

When Marvin Ho co-founded a Chi- 
nese language school in Taiwan in 
1957, his only students were a hand- 
ful of Western missionaries. 

Five decades later, it’s a different 
story. Ho’s classrooms are packed 
with people clamoring to learn 
what they believe is the next glob- 
al tongue: Mandarin Chinese. 

China, having traded socialism 
for capitalism, is emerging as an 
economic power, perhaps the only 
one that could rival U.S. dominance 
in the 21st century. For a new gen- 
eration of students, business peo- 
ple and even artists, the land of 
opportunity now lies to the East, 
not the West. 

Drawn to its promise, many are 
seeking ways to navigate the rough- 
and-tumble atmosphere of working 
in China. The clearest barometer of 
this trend is a booming appetite for 


learning Chinese. 

Worldwide, about 40 million 
people are learning Mandarin, Chi- 
na’s official spoken language and 
its most common dialect. Nearly 
100,000 foreigners went to China 
to study Mandarin in 2006, more 
than twice the number of five years 
earlier. 

“In my generation, the U.S. was 
the first choice,” said Ho, whose Tai- 
pei Language Institute now boasts 
2,400 students at 16 branches. This 
generation “thinks their future is in 
China. ... My friends encourage their 
children to go to China.” 

The rise of the Middle Kingdom 
has parallels with America in the 
last century, when it attracted 


people from around the world, 
said James McGregor, author of 
the book “One Billion Customers: 
Lessons From the Front Lines of 
Doing Business in China.” 

“This is a continental-sized econ- 
omy being built from scratch,” he 
said. McGregor, a former journalist 
who runs a business consulting firm 
in Beijing, advises those who want 
to head to China to bring an open 
mind, a sense of adventure and an 
appreciation for the absurd. 

The other key to making it is 
solid language skills. 

“If you’re going to be an entre- 
preneur, you need to sink into the 
culture,” he said. “Any 20 -year- 
old American thinking of doing 


business in China one day and not 
thinking of learning Mandarin is 
not thinking.”

number of students studying Man- 
darin jumped 51 percent between 
2002 and 2006 to 51,600, according 
to a Modern Language Association 
survey. The increase is significant, 
although many more students — 
800,000 — still study Spanish. 

Mandarin’s rise is a message that 
26 -year- old musician Skot Suyama 
from Seattle has taken to heart. 

Suyama, whose boyish looks hint 
at his mixed heritage — half Swed- 
ish, half Japanese — has spent the 
last few years in Hong Kong and 
Taiwan, creating a mix of hip-hop, 
pop and grunge music. His skills are 
in demand because there are fewer 
people in the region trained in pro- 
ducing music than in the U.S. 

With only rudimentary Chinese, 
he penned the lyrics for “Duibuqi, 
Xiexie” (“Sorry, Thank You”) a few 
years ago, which became a big hit 
for Hong Kong pop singer Eason 
Chan in mainland China. However, 
Suyama has held off diving head- 
long into the Chinese music scene, in 
part because laws protecting music 
copyright and guaranteeing royal- 
ties are simply not enforced.

Overstimulated kids 
can benefit from time 
without technology 

Does your teen turn on the sarcasm 
when she’s kicked off the computer? 
Is your grade -schooler asking for 
more quality time with the TV? 

It could be your kids are over- 
programmed and overstimulated in 
these hectic, wired times, and your 
family could stand to be unplugged. 
Tossing the electronics, if only tem- 
porarily, provides your kids with 
something in short supply — your 
undivided attention. 

So, nix the phone, shut down the 
computer and turn off the televi- 
sion for a “family slowdown.” It 
may be difficult to find the time, 
but it’s worth it, said Susan Linn, 
author of the new book “The Case 
for Make Believe: Saving Play in a 
Commercialized World.” 

“Remember that your child is 
going to be grappling with elec- 


tronic media and the things it sells 
for the rest of their lives,” said Linn, 
a psychiatry instructor at Harvard 
Medical School. 

“They’ll be better equipped to 
cope if they have lots of experi- 
ence enjoying their own ability to 


make things happen, using their 
own curiosity as an impetus for 
actively exploring the world.” 

Pamela Pensock, a working 
single mother of twin 12 -year- old 
boys in Brooklyn, N.Y., couldn’t 
agree more. She provided a virtu-

ally TV-free, computer-free life for 
her boys when they were younger 
and says she can see the benefits 
now that they’re in sixth grade. 

“They still play with action fig- 
ures, interact on a creative level 
when their friends come over,” said 
Pensock, a freelance writer and edi- 
tor. “I give my kids little talks about 
some of their peers, about, ‘Well, 
isn’t it strange that all they can do 
is watch TV?’ Peer pressure is big 
in middle school, and we do have 
a TV now, but the funny thing is, 
they don’t even watch it.” 

On a recent rainy afternoon, my 
8 -year- old daughter and her twin 
friends from school made their 
own snack with an ice cream ball 



they filled up with ingredients and 
rolled around on the living room 
rug. There was measuring, mixing, 
pounding ice cubes with a ham- 
mer and plenty of physical activ- 
ity for the three girls and the twins’ 
10 -year-old brother. 

“It was nice because we got 
to pass it around and shake it. 
Everybody got a turn. Then we 
got to eat it!” said my daughter, a 
third- grader. 

Of course, there are times when 
even the most attentive parents are 
grateful to the creators of DVDs 
and video recorders. But quieter 
activities that kids can do mostly 
themselves with exhausted grown- 
ups nearby can replace electronic 
baby sitters. 

Dig into the desk for rubber 
bands and have them start a rub- 
ber band ball. Teach them old-fash- 
ioned hand string games, get them 
to think up a story and draw their 
own illustrations to go with it, pack 
travel puzzle books with enough 
variety to keep fresh on the road, 
or suggest origami that encourages 
kids to be inventive. 

Whatever suits your family, 
Linn urges parents to start young.

Hey, you — with the baseball cap. 

That hat s saying a lot about you. 
Is the visor curled or flat? Does it 
sit straight on or backward, or is it 
cocked to the side? Does it bear 
a classic team logo or something 
less traditional, maybe a skull 
with wings? 

You can bet they’re paying atten- 
tion at New Era Cap Co., the com- 
pany that may have made that hat. 
And with a glance at your lid, they 
can tell who you are — including 
what you’ll be wearing next. 

The designers at New Era keep 
a close eye on the fashion trends 
from their little corner of New 
York. (No, not that corner. Further 


west, in Buffalo.) 

There are 30 designers at New 
Era Cap Co.’s headquarters who are 
in constant touch with 15 colleagues 
in London and five in Irvine, Calif., 
to come up with new ways to keep 
the ubiquitous baseball cap fresh 
and in demand. 

Yes, New Era supplies all the official 
on-field caps for Major League Base- 
ball. But that’s only part of the 35 mil- 
lion caps sold by this family-owned, 
88 -year-old company last year. 

The huge design team launches 
about 500 new products each year 
over five fashion seasons: two for 
spring, two for fall and one for the 
holidays. That means countless color 


and pattern combinations, with fab- 
rics including silk, cashmere, chif- 
fon, denim and snakeskin. 

By far, the most popular style 
of cap is the 59Fifty, the fitted on- 
field cap worn by everyone from big 
leaguers to Spike Lee. Last year, 
77 percent of New Era caps sold were 
59Fiftys — which is a product num- 
ber that dates to the 1930s. 

The 59Fifty, which retails for 
$32, tends to be easy to spot. A lot 
of wearers leave the product stick- 
er on the uncurled brim. In more 
urban, fashion-forward circles, it’s 
just not cool to remove it. 

A more traditional guy might 
go for a stretch fit, peel the stick- 


ers off and get right to work curl- 
ing the visor. (Spritz it with water, 
put a rubber band on it and stick it 
in a coffee cup.) 

According to Gina Goss, New 
Era’s women’s product develop- 
ment manager, your choice in cap 
is a dead giveaway for the rest of 
your wardrobe. 

“You can tell where they shop, 
what kind of car they drive, what 
kind of sneakers they wear,” she 
said. 

Try this: If you’re wearing the 
59Fifty, visor flat but backward, 
you may be an aspiring or pro 
skateboarder. Hot pink and glit- 
tery? You’re probably a Texas girl. 

If your cap is made from what 
looks like a comfy gray T-shirt, 
you’re probably home in the North- 
east. Does the pattern play to your 
Gucci handbag or Pucci scarf? You’re 
probably a New York City or Toronto 
trendsetter who will be looking for 
something simpler next season.

were online Tuesday to talk about 
Nationals Park and the best way to 
getthere. 

City slickers are having no problem 
telling us country bumpkins our only 
option is “Take the Metro.” Don’t the 
Nationals realize the majority of fans 
purposely don’t live near a Metro 
station? Are there plans to expand 
parking options for those who aren’t 
season-ticket holders and who 
aren’t millionaires? 


Ever been to Wrigley or Fenway? 
That’s the experience baseball 
people want these days. The days 
of baseball parks surrounded by 
an island of parking in some sub- 
urb is over. 

Will there be a taxi stand at Nation- 
als Park? I’m sure a lot of people will 
get frustrated with the long lines 
on the Metro and will want to take a 
cab ride to, say, Metro Center, etc. 
Have the Nats considered running 
buses to other points besides RFK, 
i.e. other Metro stations? 

The taxi stand will be on the east 
side of Half Street, between M and 
K streets SE. Remember, though, 
that your taxi will pull out onto

METRO: RED LINE 

THEY SAY: Take the Red Line to Union Station, where 
you have your choice of two options. A walk south down 
1st Street to New Jersey Avenue will guide you straight 
to the ballpark. Also, Metrobus has ramped up service 
on the N22 line, which runs between Union Station 
and the Navy Yard station. 

WE SAY: This is a good option, although taking abus from 
Columbus Circle to the Navy Yard might not be any faster 
than a 25 -minute walk during rush hour. 

METRO: GREEN/YELLOW LINE 
THEY SAY: You can head directly to the Navy Yard 
station, which is a two -minute walk from Nationals 
Park.

W hen the Nats take on the Braves on 
March 30, it won’t be the only tense 
face-off in the stadium. Ben’s Chili 
Bowl will go head to head (or is it chili 
dog to chili dog?) with Hard Times Cafe, as both local 
enterprises compete to bust your gut on game day. 
“I, personally, think Hard Times Cafe runs circles 
around Ben’s Chili Bowl, with all due respect,” says 
Hard Times director of marketing Doug Welsh. Oh, 
yeah? “Bring it on,” says Ben’s co-owner Nizam Ali. 
“I’m all for it.” Ah, nothing like a friendly competi- 
tion to get the stomach churning. But Ben’s and Hard 
Times won’t be the only local vendors competing for 
your dollars on game day. Fish tacos and smooth- 
ies now supplement the traditional ballpark fare. 
Here’s a look at what the local vendors will provide. 

KRIS CORONADO (EXPRESS) 

1 Ben’s Chili Bowl (u street) 

Chili turkey dogs, chili cheese fries, chili cheeseburg- 
ers, half-smokes and, of course, chili (regular and veg- 
gie) will be offered at the Ben’s stand on the third base 
side. “A lot of people have asked us to go to different 
places,” says Ali. “This is not a small move for us. ... 
How do you duplicate history?” The atmosphere may 
be a little different than at the 50 -year-old D.C. sta- 
ple, but the chili cheese half-smokes will be the same. 
And those (but not the other chili products) will be 
available at 12 carts throughout the stadium. 

2 Boardwalk Fries (Ocean city, Md.) 

All the staples — chicken tenders, fries, beer, soda 
and peanuts — will be available at the stand in left- 
center field. “Ours are fresh- cut fries,” says co-owner 
Fran DiFerdinando. “We’re cutting potatoes right 
there. It’s not a frozen product.”

The restaurant is a short walk 
from the stadium. The food, though, will be in the 
club level of right- center field. 

4 Five Guys (Alexandria, Va.) 

When it comes to ordering from the successful local 
franchise, go big or go back to the bleachers. Single 
patties are not an option here, says director of com- 
munications Molly Catalano. “We have the regular 
hamburger, cheeseburger, bacon burger, bacon cheese- 
burger,” she says. And “regular” means two helpings of 
beef with a choice of 15 toppings. Fries will be served 
in one size, and hot dogs will be offered in cheese 
and bacon dog variations. If the smell of sizzling beef 
doesn’t give away their location, look for ’em next to 
Cantina Marina in right- center field. 

5 Gifford’s Ice Cream (silver spring, Md.) 

The stadium’s sweet spot will be this mini-ice 
cream parlor stationed between home and first. 
Twelve flavors of ice cream — from Swiss choco- 
late to peppermint stick — will be served in cones 
and cups. Milk shakes and caramels are also avail- 
able. Try a novelty ice cream sandwich called “The 
Dinger,” says co-owner Neal Lieberman. The grand 
slam will be sundaes served in red souvenir Nats 
helmets. “We’re not sure if we’ll have them on 
Opening Day,” Lieberman says, “but we will have 
them.” Suh-weet!

6 Hard Times Cafe (Alexandria, Va.) 

Look for all of the old favorites at Hard Times, which 
will provide chili dogs, nachos, wings, chili mac and 
Frito chili pie. “We’re the old reliable,” says Doug 
Welsh, whose stand will be in the left- center field 
food court. “We have a lot of loyal customers who 
are very happy to see us in venues like this.” 

7 Krazee Ice (Clinton, Md.) 

In the center-field plaza, fans can find 31 flavors of 
New Orleans -style shaved ice — perfect for cooling 
off on those particularly hot D.C. summer days. 

8 Mayorga Coffee (Rockville, silver Spring, Md.) 
There’s beer and soda, water and lemonade, and 
then there’s Mayorga, featuring lattes, cappuccinos, 
coffees, organic iced teas and smoothies (one flavor 
will be mango). “It’s unique to have a hand- crafted 
latte at a park,” says owner Martin Mayorga. “Our 
people will be coming out into the stands with iced 
tea and smoothies — those will be served right out 
of a jet pack. It will be cool and innovative.” They 
will have four carts located at the suite level behind 
home plate, the first-base side club level, and the 
first- and third-base sides on the main level. 

9 Noah’S Pretzels (Gaithersburg, Md.) 

Salt, plain, cinnamon and gluten and casein-free 
are all options. Pretzels not shaped in a Nationals’ 
“W” are not. “I went on a Web site, saw the team 
logo and started playing with it,” says owner Dwayne 
Herndon of the distinct shape. Herndon’s 8 -year- 
old son Noah — for which the business is named 
— has autism, and 10 percent of proceeds from the 
stand in the left- center field food court will benefit 
autism awareness. 




Seeing Red in Center Field 

Beer belching and rowdy fans typically come to 
mind when you think of center field seats. Not 
so for the Nats. A $65 ticket lands your rump in 
a cushy seat with complimentary in-seat ser- 
vice. You also get a $20 credit toward food and 
booze that can be cashed in at the nearby Red 
Porch Restaurant and Red Loft Bar.

AT THE CORNER OF GEORGIA AVENUE and W Street 

in Northwest, an important piece of the city’s base- 
ball history is easy to miss. On that spot, nowthe loca- 
tion of Howard University Hospital, once stood Griffith 
Stadium, above, the home of the Washington Senators 
from1911to1961.Builtquickly af te r a f i re d est roy ed a n ea r- 
lierwood park on the site, Griffith Stadium hosted some 
of the game’s greats — Ruth, Mantle, Aaron, Musial and 
Mays — and was the part-time home of the legendary 
Homestead Grays. The center-field wall was builtata90- 
degreeangle, jutting into the outfield, to bypass a property 
that refused to sell. “It was a neighborhood stadium,’’ said 
local sports fixture Charlie Brotman, who wasthe stadium 
announcer at Griffith Stadium from 1956 to 1961. Brotman 
is impressed by Nationals Park. “Washington fans have 
never experienced this,’’ he said. “They’re in for atreat.’’

A Monumental Achievement 

Not knowing which team would move into Nationals Park, 
the architects looked to D.C.'s famous landmarks for inspiration 


W hen Helmuth, Obata & Kassabaum 
(HOK) was commissioned to work 
on Nationals Park, there was no such 
thing as the Washington Nationals. 
Jim Chibnall, the lead architect, was working with 
the D.C. Sports and Entertainment Commission, 
but he didn’t know who his ultimate boss would be 
or what that eventual boss would want. 

But he and the rest of the HOK team fell in love 
with the city’s historic monuments and wanted to 
translate their shapes to the stadium they were 
designing. 

“The Washington Monument is a line; the 
Jefferson Memorial is a sphere; the Lincoln 
Memorial is a cube — so, those kinds of explo- 
rations really helped us,” says Chibnall, who has 
worked on more than a dozen stadiums for HOK, 
most recently the new Busch Stadium in St. Louis. 
“We started drawing circles and triangles, and out 
of that came the result of the building. The seating 



Going Green 

When it opens, Nationals 
Park will be the first sta- 
dium in the country to 
get LEED certification, 
the U.S. Green Building 
Council’s benchmark for 
green buildings.

bowl is really a circle in plan. The elevation along 
South Capitol, we looked at a series of rectangles 
and squares and certainly triangles there.” 

Other aspects of the city also played a big role in 
the stadium’s design. Early in the project, Chibnall 
decided he wanted cherry blossoms as a part of the 
design, and he put them behind the seats in left held. 
That section of the outheld has no upper concourse 
and, instead, opens up to a view of the Capitol — at 
least for the sections whose views are not blocked 
by buildings or construction. 

“I also like the various out-of-the-way places 
that offer you opportunities to see the city in the 
background,” says Chibnall, who adds that if he had 
been able to make the “perfect” building, he would 
have tried to use more natural materials like lime- 
stone. “Certainly, the South Capitol ramp, the pedes- 
trian ramp when you’re going up to the upper con- 
course; it has a wonderful view of the Washington 
Monument.” ian Herbert (express)
